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DETAILED ACTION 

Claims 12 and 13 have been canceled. Claims 19-23 have been added. Claims 
1-1 1 and 14-23 are pending and under consideration. 

Specification 

The description of Fig. 2 on pg 19 should begin "Figure 2A-2D". Likewise, the 
descriptions of Figures 3-5 should begin Figure 3A-3C, Figure 4A and 4B, and Figure 
5A and 5B. 

Election/Restrictions 
Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 and 372. 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which 
are not so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 . 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1 .499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to 
elect a single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 

I. Claims 1-6, 9-11, 14-17 and 19-23, drawn to a method of making a 
transgenic avian using a lentivirus, classified in class 800, subclass 21 . 

II. Claims 7 and 8, drawn to a transgenic avian, classified in class 800, 
subclass 19. 

III. Claim 18, drawn to a method of determining the likelihood of protein 
expression in a transgenic avian, classified in class 800, subclass 3. 
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The inventions listed as Groups l-lll do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: 

The inventive concept of Group I and the inventive concept of Group II are not 
contributions over the prior art. Stage XI PGCs had been isolated from chickens, 
transduced with retrovirus, and immediately injected into the vasculature of Stage 15 
chick embryos to obtain germline transmission of a transgene (Vick, Proc. R. Soc. 
Lond., 1993, Vol. 251, pg 179-182). Thus, the special technical feature as claimed is 
not a single inventive concept. 

Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must 
include (i) an election of a species or invention to be examined even though the 
requirement be traversed (37 CFR 1.143) and (ii) identification of the claims 
encompassing the elected invention.
